The Allied Navies Will Watch the 


Movements of the Chinese 


Yang Tsi Fleet 


DETAILS OF THE FALL OF PEKIN 


Washington, Aug. 18.—As the re- 


sult of an exchange of cablegrams 
between the powers concerning af- 
fairs at Shanghai, an agreement has 
been reached by which all the admi- 
rals of the several powers represented 
at Shanghai will act concurrently in 
a survey, or watching, of the Chi- 
nese Tang Tsi fleet, instead of hav- 
ing this duty performed entirely by 
the British admiral at Shanghai. 


This Chinese Tang Tsi fleet con- 


sists of four cruisers and several tor* 
pedo boats and destroyers. As many 
transports are carrying troops of the 
various powers to China it has been 
deemed necessary 
to see that the 


Chinese war ships did not attack the 
unprotected transports. The British 
commander has been executing the 


fer. 
On Tuesday they turned the en- 


marching extraordinarily heavy. 


The American troops are suffering 


severely, and many ar.e falling out 
exhausted. 


The Chinese were preparing enor- 


mous trenches at Ho-Hsi-Wu, with 
which to, flood the country, but the 
rapid advance of the allies surprised 
them before they had turned in the 
water, and they dropped their spades 
and fled. 


The Chinese army split into three, 


one retreating to Pekin, one remain- 
ing to resist the advance, and the 
third moving south. 


The allies are led in their advance 


by a squadron of Bengalese cavalry, 
big turbaned Indians, who enjoy the 
heat from which the white men suf-

THE ATTACK ON FEKIN. 


Tokio, Aug. 17.—General 
Yama* 


guchi wires from Fekin under date 
of August 16 as follows; 


"The allies attacked Fekin early 


yesterday, opening with artillery on 
the eastern side. The wall was ob- 
stinately -held by the enemy. The 
Japanese and Russians were on the 
northward of the Tung-Chow canal, 
The Americans and British were on 
the south aide. At 
nightfall the 


Japanese blew up the two eastern 
gates of the Tartar city and entered. 
In the meantime the Americans and 
British entered the Chinese city by 
the Tung Fien gates. Detachments 
of each force were sent towards the 
legations. 


"The parties met near the lega- 


tions and opened communication. All 
the ministers and their staffs were 
found safe* The Japanese loss was 
over 100 killed, including three offi- 
cers. The losses of the allies have 
not been ascertained. Four hundred 
Chinese wtire killed/'

hat 15,000 troops from Honan ate 
bivouacked outside the walls* The 
total Chinese force at Pekin is 40,000, 


STORY OP THE ADVANCE. 


New York, Aug. 18,—Couriers from 


the front report that after capturing 
Ho-Bsi-Wu the allied forces marched 
on Itatou, says a special cable to the 
Journal and Advertiser from its cor- 
respondent at Che Foo, under date ot 
August 15, via Shanghai, August 17,

HAS FALLEN 


Prom Many Sources Come Official Advices 


of the Entrance of the Allied Armies 


to Capital of China. 


UNITED STATES TO ACT IN ACCORD WITH THE POWERS 


Washington, Aug. 18.—Official con- 


firmation continued to pour in today 
that the allied armies had taken Fe~ 
kin, and that the legationers were 
safe. 


The first dispatch came from Brig- 


adier General Barry, who had just 
rived at Che Foo to become chief-of- 
taff to General Chaffee* 
His 
dis- 


patch said: 


;Che Foo, Aug. 
18.—Adjutant 


General, Washington: Taku 17th. In- 
Liana transport arrived on the 16th. 
All are well. Will go to the front. 
Fekin taken 15th. Legations safe, 


"Barry." 


About the same time the state de- 


partment received a cipher cable mes- 
age from Consul General Goodnow at 
Shanghai, stating substantially 
the 


same thing as to the arrival 6f the al- 
ied forces at Fekin and the safe de- 
iverance of the legationers, 


ALL DOUBT DISPELLED. 


These dispatches, together with 
hose of last night from Admiral Be- 
mey and Consul Fowler, dissipated the 
slightest vestige of doubt as to the 
arrival at Fekin and the safety of the 
egations; but there is still an eager- 
ness among officials for the details of 
he momentous event. 
The Barry dispatch spoke of Fekin 


as being "taken,", which to a man of 
military training clearly meant that 
t was not without a struggle. This 
tallied with the Japanese admiral's 
statement of fierce resistance, and a 
considerable number of casualties 
among the Japanese attacking party. 


Admiral Eemey also uses the ex- 


pression that Fekin was "captured." 
It is therefore accepted among offi- 
ials that an engagement occurred in 
he shadow of the great walls of Pe- 
kin. 


DETAILS AWAITED.

rest, leaving at 10 o'clock for Cresa- 
peake Beach, a health resort. 


Before leaving he provided himself 


with a bathing suit, intending to take 
a plunge in the salt water. He was 
accompanied by two of the members 
of his office, and by one of the ever- 
present detectives. Up to the time of 


his departure Mr. Wu had received 
nothing confirmatory 
or otherwise 


conceining the situation at Fekin, but 
he accepted the announcement from 
other sources as complete. 
He will 


return later today. 


With the allied armies at Fekin 


and the legationers rescued, it can be 
stated that the American administra- 
tion considers one of its most essen- 
tial purposes has been achieved, and 
that it now remains only to carry out,

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CALEB POWERS FOUND GUILTY 
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Jury Reaches a Verdict in a Few Minutes in the 


First of the Goebel Assassination Cases 


-He Gets Life Imprisonment. 


Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 18.—The 


Powers jury has returned a verdict 
of guilty and he is sentenced to life 
imprisonment* 


The jury was out only about forty- 


five minutes. 
Powers was seated 


near the jury room door. 


He almost fainted when the verdict 


was rendered. Only one ballot was 
taken by the jury. It resulted unan- 
imously for the life imprisonment. 


The jury which sat in the Powers 


case was composed of eight Goebel 
Democrats, three anti-Ooebel Demo- 
crats and one Republican* 


Several of Powers' friends crowded 


around and expressed their sympathy. 
The prisoner seemed dated.

vousness. "It ia an unjust verdict," 
he said, as he turned to Jailer Reid.

Details of a Vast Anarchist Plot 


To Assassinate the 


President 


FOURTEEN MEN UNDER ARREST 


New York, Aug. 18.-The Evening 


World today prints the following 
relative to the news received from 
Washington yesterday of the deten- 
tion at the barge office in this city 
by secret service agents of Notabe 
Maresca and Michil Weida, supposed 
anarchists who arrived yesterday on 
;he Kaiser William II. 
These two 


men are understood to have come to 
this country as conspirators, whose 
object, it is alleged, was the assas- 
sination of President McKialey. The 
Evening World says: 


"Instead of two, a high govern- 


ment official informed the Evening 
World today that there are fourteen 
anarchists under arrest at the deten- 
tion prison of the bureau of immi- 
gration. 
They are all charged with 


>ein? in a conspiracy to assassinate 
President McKinley and have been 
taken singly and in pairs from in- 
coming ocean liners within the last 
ten days.

.gents learned that an anarchist cir- 
cle in Naples' had cast lots to de- 
ermine who should be the assassin. 
"Eleven Italians and three Aus- 


trians were selected.

"As fast as the men arrived secret 


service agents, disguised as emi- 
grants, went among them and they 
were arrested. 


"Maresca and Weida, caught yes- 
erday, were the last two of the four** 
,een. 


"The conspiracy was made on a 


night early in August. 
By working 


with the Italian police the secret 
service agents got wind of a great 
meeting of the circle in Kaples. The 
men selected for the work in this 
country were quickly notified what 
they were to do, separated, going 
singly or in pairs to different ports 
n Europe. 
Some went to Prance, 


others to Germany, while still oth- 
rs crossed the channel to England. 
Step by step they were followed to 
the gang-plank of steamers. 


"The fourteen are now detained by 
:he emigration authorities, and are 
either at the barge office at the bat- 
tery or the detention quarters at 
quarantine. 


"One report is to the effect that 


some are in Ludlow street jail, hav- 
ng been taken there from Ellis Is- 
and in order to thwart any attempt 
to rescue them by Paterson anar- 
chists." 


DETAILS OF THE PLOT. 


So far as known, according to the 


Evening World, the plan was for each 
man to proceed to Washington alone 
on a certain day. They were -to sur- 
round the president and await an op* 
portunity to strike. The blow was to 
)e by a pistol or a knife. One of the 
number, it was certain, would be suc- 
cessful. The question of escape was 
not considered, the men being wili- 
ng to sacrifice their lives for their 
principles. The two men who did not 
meet their fellow anarchists were 
Maresca and Weida. Chief Wilkie, 
of the secret service division of the 
treasury department, had his agents 
at the pier when the steamer docked. 
The two men did not come in the 
steerage as did the others* tafa 
came as a steward in the steerag* and 
Weida as a coal passer. 


They could have landed without 


going through the formality of the 
barge office. When ilaresca boarded 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II. at Haples 
August 3 a secret service agent was 
close on his heels. 


Maresca professed to have no miney 


when he boarded the steamer and 
made application to be taken as cool: 
Failing in that he asked for a stew- 
ardship. There was a vacancy in the 
steerage cabin and he seettred that. It 
was not known that he had a com 
panion. He and Weida did not come 
aboard together. As far as is known 
no one saw Weida com* aboard 
he was not discovered until sit hours 
after the vessel sailed.

there boarded by secret terviee men, 
who asked to see the steerage an* 
cabin lists and the ship's roster, 


First Officer Lanz took the detec- 


tives forward, where they cottld see 
the crew. Purser Meyer remembered 
recording the name of Har*»ca at 
Naples and Maresca was identified by 
Meyer when the former was brought 
out for identification. Maresca pro- 
fessed to toe unable to understand 
Ez&glish, 


MARESCA IDENTIFIED. 


After looking Maresca over, W, R. 


H&en, in charge of the secret serv- 
ice bureau of this city, said: 


*<I thin* that is the man." 
Ifaresca was sent below when the 


ship was docked. When the liner tied 
up at her pier Maresca was informed 
hat he was under detention. He was 
asked where his baggage was and r** 
>lied in Italian: "Weida has it?' 
ttiis was a new lead and Weida wdJT 
summoned from his .work at tfe* fat 
nace and questioned. He profesMd 
not to understand Englisfc, but Ad- 
mitted that 'he had trunk* on board. 
The baggage will be 
carefully 


earched today. 
So quietly were both men taken 
rom the liner that none of the er«w 
>r passengers knew that an *m*t 
had been made. 


ADMITS THE PILOT. 


Chief Ha*en admitted today th*t 
he two men were supposed to be an- 
irchists and confirmed the story of 
he plot hatched in Naples in August 
o kill President McKinley. 
Further than this, Chief Ra*en de- 


fined to talk, on the ground that &* 
was in communication with Chief 
Wilkie, in Washington, who had 
asked that all news concerning the 
suspects come from him (Wiltie). 


Chief Wilkie is quoted as saying: 


'The two men are not arrested, they 
are simply detained at quarantine. 
They will be deported when the 
Kaiser Wilhelm goes tamk to Europe.

nearly every newspaper reader. The 
person* who flgred in these two elec- 
tions were Harrison and Cleveland* 
Benjamin Harri»on, the republican 
candidate, had 2133 electoral votes in 
the canvass of 188* as compared 
with 168 for Cleveland, who was then 
president. In. the next election, that 
in 1892, the conditions were exactly 
reversed. 
Harrison was the presi 


dent at the time the election oc- 
curred, and Cleveland was a private 
citizen, Cleveland was the winner 
in that election by a majority which 
was notably great. Harrison's elec- 
toral vote in 1892 was 145, while 
Cleveland's was 277. No such mar- 
gin had ever been gained by any 
presidential candidate before that 
time since 1873. Thus, 1892 was a 
tidal ware year for the democrats, 
which recalled the sweeping Victory 


in 


• 


of tint other democrat, Pierce, 
1852, over Scott, the whig, and was 
like those of Harrison, the whig, in 
1840; Lincoln in 1864 and Grant in 
1868 and 1872. 


Another coincidence which will be 


often mentioned in the present can- 
vass is the circumstance that New 
York has been swung from one party 
to the other alternately in successive 
presidential years for the past third 
of a century, and it is theoretically 
considered 
to be the democrats 


"turn" to carry it in 1900. Grant 
the republican, carried New York in 
1872. Tilden, the democrat won tha 
state in 1876, The state went to 
Garfleld, republican, in 1880, and to 
Cleveland, democrat, in 1884. Har- 
rison won New York in 1888, though 
its distinguished son, Cleveland, was 
Harrison's opponent. In 1892 New 
York swung back to the democracy 
and gave its electoral vote to Cleve- 
land, while McKinley carried the 
state in 1896. 


The margin which the successive 


candidates gained New York in these 
elections widely varied. Grant's in 
1872 was 54,000, Tilden's was 33,000 
in 1876. Garfield's was down to " 
000 in 1880. In 1884 Cleveland's 
lead in the state was only 1,047. In 
1888 Harrison's was 13,000. Cleve- 
land had a plurality of 46.000 in New 
York in 1892, while McKinley had a 
margin of 268,000 in 1896. 
tlii 


was the largest plurality ever gained 
in any state by a presidential candi 
date except by McKinley in Penn 
sylvania in the same year, which was 
295,000. Though the lead which the 
successive candidates gained in New 
York went as low as 1,047 in one 
case and was as high as 268,000 in 
another, there was no break in the 
sequence of the state's swings from 
one party to the other in alternate 
. canvasses, no party receiving the 
electoral vote of that state twice in 
*succession. 


Another state which bas fallen into 


, the habi-t for many years past of di 
viding its favors equally between the 
two great parties, swinging from on* 
of them to the other in alternat* 
years, is Indiana. Grant carried In 
diana in 1872, as he did New York 
"but Indiana, like the bigger eastern 
»taie, went to Tilden in 1876. Gar 
field carried it in 1880, and Cleve 
land won it in 1884. Its favorit* 
Bon, Harrison, gained Indiana in 
1888, but he lost it in 1892. In 1896 
it was carried by McKinley. 
Th 


pluralities have not varied within 
so wide a range in Indiana in the pas 
third of a century as they have in 
New York. The longest lead which 
Indiana has given to any candidate in 
tliis time was Grant's in 1872, 23, 
000, while 'the smallest was Harri 
son's in 1888, 2,348. The margin 
which it gave to McKinley in 1896 
was 18,000. As in the case of New 
York, it is considered the democrat's 
"turn" to carry Indiana in 1900, al 
though, of course, the sequence o 
these alternate swings from one sid< 
to the other can be broken, Just ai 
yolk's election as president ended 
the notion, or ought to have ended it 
that an ex-speaker of the -house o 
representatives can not be elected 
president, and as Cleveland's election 
gave a quietus -to the C superstition 


In four of the elections which hav 


been mentioned— 1872, 1880, 188' 
and 1888— the candidate who gained 
N«w York's electoral vote won th< 
presidency. This fact, and the cir 
cumstance that that state has been 
oscillating between the two parties 
with unvarying regularity for many 
years, and that the democrats wil 
get the state this year if the swing 
continue, give this peculiarity abou 
Hew York's conduct in presidentia 
years great interest for the partisan 
prophets. The fact* of course, tha

Another notion which has gained 


strength in the popular mind is that 
nobody can step directly from the 
senate into the white house. Many 
presidents served in the senate pre- 
vious to their election to the higher 
post, but none of them were in the 
senate at the time of their election. 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams, Jack- 
son, Van Buren, the two Harrisons, 
Pierce and Buchanan served in the 
senate before their election as presi- 
dent, but all of them had left that 
body before the canvass which sent 
them to the white house. 
Garfield 


came near breaking that coincidence, 
for he was elected to the senate just 
before his nomination for president, 
but he had not taken his seat in the 
senate and had not qualified for mem 
bershlp in that body. Clay, Calhoun, 
Webster, Cass, Blaine, Sherman, Ed- 
munds and several other 
eminent 


personages were aspirants 
for the 


presidency while members of the sen- 
ate, but all were beaten either in the 
nominating 
convention or at the 


polls. Buchanan was the last, ex- 
cept General 
Harrison, of the ex- 


senators to gain the presidency by 
election, and he was an aspirant for 
many years while he was in the sen- 
ate, but always failed after he left 
that chamber. In fact, he was a pri- 
vate citizen at the time he was nom- 
inated, as he had just resigned his 
post as minister to England. 
The 


fact, indeed, that he had been out of 
the country for several years—Fierce, 
early in his term, appointing Buch* 
anan to the London mission—was 
what gained him the candidacy. If 
he had been in public office in the 
United States in the days that tried 
men's souls, during the Kansas-Ne- 
braska legislation of 1854, and the 
civil war which it brought in Kan- 
sas in 1855, he would have been 
obliged to "take sides" to such an 
extent that he would have been un- 
available for the candidacy in 1856, 
and his party would probably have 
chosen some other man for its stand- 
ard-bearer in the campaign of that 
year.

on these days in the wind-swept camp 
of 20,000 men and 700 women on 
Cape Nome. 
Veteran 
miners who 


have followed the fitful beckonings 
of fortune among all the gold and 
silver camps from Chihuahua, Mex 
ico, to Alaska, during 
more than 


forty years, say they never knew a 
duplicate of Nome's saturnalia of 
gambling. 


Virginia City's reckless gaming a 


generation ago was decorous in com- 
parison; .Tombstone's and Leadville's 
plunges into faro and keno were puny 
by the side of Nome's; Cripple Creek's 
hottest and most dissolute era of 
gambling was temperate alongside 
that of Nome, and even Dawson never 
had anywhere near the capital in 
vested in big gambling halls and all 
manner of games to seduce miners' 
gold. No such large assemblage of 
gamblers of many nations and all de- 
grees of proficiency was ever seen, at 
least up and down the Pacific coast, 
like that now gathered in Alaska's 
newest gold camp. 


No ether class of men is at all like 


gold miners for mad, incessant gam- 
bling. 
The grim, primitive 
life 


among the rugged hills and blasted 
gulches, the hard manual labor, the 
absence of softening influences of 
home and civilization, lead miners to 
seek recreation in hard excesses and 
desperate gaming. What most men 
do at Nome may be summed up in 
three words, mining, gambling and 
drinking. A multitude of the miners 
work in the beach sands and gulches 
like fiends, live in dirty frayed tents 
and vile huts, and gamble their every 
speck of gold dust at a sitting. 


GAMBLERS GET THE GOLD. 
Day and night, week after week 


and month after month, with nevei 
a pause, the Nome miners are chanc 
ing their dearly gotten gold. The 
faro dealers* chips are always click 
ing, the little balls ceaselessly rattle 
in the revolving roulette wheels, th< 
craps men are ever throwing nug< 
dice and shouting the results, th< 
stud poker players shuffle and dea 
at the little- round green tables, and 
the policy men hold hourly drawings 


Sometimes the dozen great, barn 


like gambling halls are each crowd 
ed with 400 and 500 absorbed, anx 
ious and desperate men and women 
toying with capricious 'luck. Severa 
times the restless, eager crowds have 
fought mortal fights for chances a( 


the gaming tables. 


Time and again a miner has los 


all his gatherings of gold through i 
whole season by a whirl of a rouletti 
wheel, and men have wagered pounds 
of gold upon the 
turn 
of a card 


Sometimes murders occur among th< 
frenzied players, and half the rows 
of the crazy camp start in the gam 
bling halls. 


Roughly estimated, some 600 men 


are at Nome solely to conduct gam 
bling, and to concoct schemes for al 
luring gold dust and money from th< 
swarming miners. The gambling 
fraternity has been recruited 
from 


every city in America, from cities in 
Europe, 
from Australia and South 


America. "Lucky" Baldwin is in 
stalled there with twenty 
salariec 


gamblers in the employ of a syndi 
cate of men who have made thous 
ands of dollars in other western min 
ing fields. Jacob Westfall, of New 
York, is running 
a flashy place 


equipped with almost every sort o 
popular gambling game and device 
Chicago, Buffalo, Pittsburg, St. Loui 
and New Orleans each has a quoti 
of gamesters at Nome, while every 
community on the Pacific coast ha 
some representation among the fra 
ternity gathered to feed 
upon th 


gold diggers in the Alaskan camp. 


There was never a more wide-open 


community—not even Dawson—than 
Nome is. No statutes or local ordi 
nances retard the freest expansion o 
gaming. No one in Nome has famil; 
reputation to consider, social prestig 
to think of or dictates of propriety t 
heed. Everyone is there simply am 
only for gold, and 
everyone has i 


scheme of how quickest to get mos 
of it. 
Murder and forcible robbery 


are about the only human acts unde 
the ban. The gambling saloons ar 
the largest buildings in the cam; 
and all life centers about them. The; 
are club rooms for the whole popu 
lation. When a person seeks anothe 
he makes a round of the saloons, 
good share of the business and min 
ing deals at Nome are transacted in 
the gambling houses. Keno and faro

the sun out in the Bering Sea the 
crazy camp takes on a new life. The 
miners quit their rocking for gold 
out on the beach or their sluicing on 
the gravely benches of the creeks. 
When the frugal evening cookery is 
over and flapjacks and fried bacon 
have been eaten from off a barrel 
head or a box the Nome miner wan- 
ders forth for recreation.

to the English market a fuel that 
promises to be considerably cheaper 
and equally good for heating and il- 
luminating purposes. This material 
is peat, not as peasants use it, in soft 
and bulky form, but chemically pre- 
pared and compressed into blocks 
that will ignite readily and burn 
slowly, giving out great heat, with a 
clear, bright flame, and producing 
very little smoke and ash. And the 
supply of peat is practically inex- 
haustible, 
There are millions of 


acres of this fuel in Great Britain and 
Ireland, the latter country alone hav- 
ing 3,000,000 acres of peat bogs. 


The "distressful country" has an 


inadequately developed 
source of 


wealth in these bogs. Germany has 
shown how these marshy tracts can 
be turned into a veritable gold mine, 
for there a flourishing industry is 
maintained in the manufacture of 
peat fuel, despite the fact that the 
German bogs are only from nine feet 
to twenty feet in depth, while in 
these islands the depth varies from 
twenty-five feet to forty feet. There 
have been many attempts to utilize 
the peat lands of this country, but 
success 
has 
not 
until 
recently 


crowned these efforts. 
The great 


difficulty has been in drying the peat 
—which when taken from the bog 
contains 70 to 80 per cent, of mois- 
ture—without cracking the blocks. 


Now, however, 
the obstacle ha? 


been 
overcome. 
An 
economical 


method of preparing the peat has 
been discovered, and works are in 
course of erection on a large,peat 
moss in the north of England, with 
the objec't of putting the fuel on the 
market before the winter.—London 
Daily Hail. 


NOT PRODUCTIVE OF MANHOOD.

social features of her people, but now 
tftat the rifts have been made in the 
various parts of the wall which has 
shut her in for centuries, and mod- 
ern civilization has entered in, we be- 
hold the results of her degraded 
womanhood. We see a class of men 
in whoso lives women have played 
no part except to produce them and 
enable them to produce others like 
themselves, a nation without mothers

TEA GROWING IN THE SOUTH. 


In South Caroline there is a tea 


farm whore it is said that a very high 
grade of tea can be and is grown; 
indeed, wo arc told that the tea 
raised there is now selling in the 
American market on its merits at the 
price of a dollar a pound, which is a 
higher price than most of the Chi- 
nese tea commands in the same mar- 
ket. To raise the leaf in this coun- 
try requires special care and study 
and highly trained skill in curing, 
and that is the reason why the crop 
is not more generally tried in those 
portions of the south where the soil is 
favorable.-—Providence Journal.

CITIES ABE PLACES OF MANY ALLUREMENTS, BUT MIGHT 


BE ATEEMENDOUS POWER FOR GOOD. 


Washington, D. C., August 12.— 


From St. Petersburg, the Russian 
capital, where he was cordially le- 
ceived by the emperor and empress 
and the empress dowager, Dr. Tal- 
mage sends this discourse, in which 
he shows* the mighty good that may 
be done by the cities, and also the 
vast' evil they may do by their al- 
lurements to the unsuspecting and 
the unguarded. 
The text is Zech. 


1, 17; "My cities through prosperity 
shall yet be spread abroad." 


The city is no worse than the coun- 


try. 
The vices of the metropolis are 


more evident than the vices of the 
rural districts, 
because 
there are 


more people to be bad, if they wish 
to be. The merchant is as good as 
the farmer. There is no more cheat- 
ing in town than out of town—no 
worse cheating; it is only on a 
larger scale. The countryman some- 
times prevaricates about the age of 
the horse that he sells, about the size 
of the bushel with which he meas- 
ures the grain, about the peaches at 
the bottom of the Basket as being 
as large as those at the top, about 
the quarter of beef as being tender 
when it is tough; and to as bad an 
extent as the citizen, the merchant, 
prevaricates about calicoes, or silks, 
or hardware, 


WORSE THAN CITIES. 


And as to villages, I think that in 


some respects they are worse than 
the cities, 
because they copy the 


vices of the cities in the 
meanest 


shape; and as to gossip, its heaven 
is a 
country village! Everybody 


knows everybody's 
business better 


than he knows it himself. The gro- 
cery store or the blacksmith shop by 
day and night is the grand depot for 
masculine tittle-tattle; and there are 
always in the village a half-dozen 
women who have their sun-bonnets 
hanging near, so that at the first 
item of derogatory niws they can fly 
out and cackle it all over the town. 
Countrymen must not be too hard 
in their criticism of the citizen, nor 
must the plow run 
too sharply 


against the yard stick. 


Cain was the founder of the first 


city, and I suppose it took after him 
in morals. It takes a city a long 
while to escape from the character 
of a founder. Where the founders 
of a city are criminal exiles, 
the 


filth, the vice, the prisons, are the 
shadow' of those founders. 
It will 


take centuries for New York to get 
over the good influence of the pious 
founders of that city—the founders 
whose prayers went up in the streets 
where now banks discount 
and 


brokers bargain, and companies de- 
clare dividends, and smugglers swear 
custom house lies, and above the roar 
of the wheels and the crack of the 
auctioneer's mallet 
ascends 
the 


ascription; "We worship thee, 0 
thou mighty dollar!" 


VOICE OF LIBERTY. 


The old church that used to stand 


- on Wall street is to this day throw- 


ing its blessings on the 
scene of 


traffic, and on all the ships folding 
their white wings in the harbor. In 
other days people gathered in cities 
for defense—none but the poor, who 
had nothing to be stolen, lived in 
the country; 
but in these 
times, 


when 
through 
civilization 
and 


Christianity it is safe to live any- 
where, people gather in the cities for 
purposes of rapid gain. 


Cities are not evil necessarily, as 


some have argued, They have been 
the birthplace of civilization. 
In 


them popular liberty has lifted its 
voice. Witness Genoa and Pisa and 
Venice. After the death of Alexan- 
der the Great, among his papers were 
found extensive plans of cities, some 
to be built in Europe, some to be built 
in Asia. The cities in Europe were 
to be occupied by Asiatics; the cities 
in Asia were to be occupied, accord- 
ing to his plans, by Europeans, and 
so there should be a commingling 
and a fraternity and a kindness and 
a good will between the continents 
and between the cities. So there al- 
ways ought to be. The strangest 
thing in my comprehension is that 
there should be bickerings and rival- 


one to be spared. 
What advantages 


one advantages all. 
What damages 


Boston Common damages Washing- 
ton Square. 
Laurel Hill, Mt. Au- 


burn, Greenwood, weep over the same 
grief. 
The statue of Benjamin 


Franklin in New York greeting the 
bronze statue of Edward Bverett in 
Boston, All the cities a confraternity. 
I cannot understand how there can 
go on bickerings and rivalries. 
I 


plead for a higher style of brother- 
hood or sisterhood among the cities. 


But while there are great differ* 


eces in some respects, I have to tell 
you that cities impress upon me, and 
ought to impress upon you, three or 
four very important lessons, all of 
them agreeing in the same thing. 
It dees not make any difference in 
what part of the country we walk 
the streets of a great city, there is 
ons lesson I think which ought to 
strike every intelligent 
Christian 


man, and that is, that the world is 
a scene of toil and struggle. 


HIS ARMS FOLDED. 


Here and there you find a man in 


the street who has his arms folded 
and who seems to have no particu- 
lar errand; bu} if you will stand at 
the corner of the street and watch 
the countenances of those who go by, 
you will see in most instances there 
is an intimation that they are on an 
errand which must be executed at 
the earliest moment possible; so you 
are jostled hither 
and thither by 


business men, up this ladder with a 
hod of bricks, out of this bank with 
a roll of bills, digging a cellar,' 
shingling a roof, binding a book, 
mending a watch. 
Work, with its 


thousand eyes and thousand feet and 
thousand arms, goes on singing its 
song: 
"Work! work! work!" while 


the drums of the mill beat it and 
the steam whistles fife it. 
In the 


carpeted aisles of the forest, in the 
woods 
from 
which 
the 
eternal 


shadow is never lifted. 
On the 


the navy yard, we go down, to look at 
the splintered spar* and count the 
bullet holes, and look with patriotic 
admiration on the flag that floated in 
victory from 
the masthead. 
But 


that man is more of a curiosity who 
has gone through 30 years of the 
sharpshooting of business life, and 
yet sails, on victor over the tempta- 
tions of the street. Oh! how many 
have gone down under the pressure, 
leaving not so much as a patch of 
canvas to tell where they perished. 
They never had any peace. 
Their 


dishonesties kept tolling in 
their 


ears. If I had an ax, and could split 
open the beams of that fine house, 
perhaps I would find 
heart of it a skeleton.

shore of the sea over whose iron 
coast tosses the tangled foam, sprink- 
ling the cracked cliffs with a bap- 
tism of whirlwind and tempest, is 
the best place to study God, but in 
the rushing, swarming, raving street 
is the best place to study man. 


Going down to your place of busi- 


ness and coming home again, I 
charge you look about; see these 
signs of poverty, of wretchedness, 
of hunger, of sin, of bereavement; 
and as you go through the streets, 
gather up in the arms of your prayer 
all the sorrow, all the losses, all the 
sufferings, all the bereavements of 
those whom you pass, and present 
them in prayer before an all-sympa- 
thetic God. 


DAY OF ETERNITY. 


In the great day of eternity there 


will be thousands of persons with 
whom you in this world never ex- 
changed one word? will rise up and 
call you blessed; and there will be a 
thousand fingers pointed at you in 
heaven, saying: 
"That is the man, 


that is the woman, who helped me 
when I was hungry, and pick, and 
wandering, and lost, and heart- 
broken. 
That is that man, that is 


the woman;" and the blessing will 
come down upon you as Christ shall 
say: "I was hungry and ye fed me, 
I was naked and ye clothed me, I 
was sick and in prison and ye visit- 
ed me; in as much as ye did it to 
these poor waifs of the streets, ye 
did it unto me." 


Again, in all cities I am impressed 


with the fact that all classes and 
conditions of society must commin- 
gle. We sometimes cultivate a wick- 
ed exclusiveness. Intellect despises 
ignorance. 
Befinement 
will 
have 


nothing to do with 
boorishness. 


Gloves hate the sunburned 
hand; 


and the high forehead despises the 
flat head; and the trim hedgerow will 
have nothing1 to do with the wild 
copsewood; and Athens hates Naz- 
areth. 
This ought not so to be. I 


like thi$ democratic principle of the- 
Gospel of Jesus Christ which recog- 
nizes the fact that we stand before 
God on one and the same platform. 
Do not take on any airs. Whatever 
position you have gained in society, 


best wine there is a smack of poor 
man's sweat. Oh! is it strange that 
when a man has devoured widows' 
houses he is disturbed with indiges- 
tlonf 
All the forces of nature are 


against him. 


CROWNS OF HEAVEN. 


The floods are ready to drown him, 


and the earthquake to swallow him, 
and the fires to consume him, and 
the lightning to smite him. 
Aye, 


the angels of God are on the street, 
and in the day when the crowns of 
heaven are distributed some of the 
biightest of them will be given to 
those men who were faithful to God 
and faithful to the souls of others 
amid the marts of business, proving 
themselves the heroes of the street. 
Mighty 
were their ^ temptations, 


mighty was their deliverance, and 
mighty shall be their triumph. 


Again, in all the^e cities I am im- 


pressed with the art that life is full 
of pretension and sham. What sub- 
terfuge, what double-dealing, what 
two-facedness! 
Do all people who 


wish you good morning really hope 
for you a happy day? Do all the 
people who shake hands love each 
other? Are all those anxious about 
your health "who inquire concsrning 
it? Do all want to see you who ask 
you to call? Does all the world know 
half as much as it pretends to know? 
Is there not many a wretched stock 
of goods with a brilliant store win- 
dow? Passing up and 
down the 


streets to your business and your 
work, are you not impressed with 
the act that society is hollow, and 
that there are subterfuges and pre- 
tensions? 
Oh! how many there are 


who swagger and strut, and how few 
people who are natural and walk! 
While fops simper and fools snicker 
and simpletons giggle, how few peo- 
ple are natural and laugh! 


LIFE'S CONFLICT. 


I say these thinvgs not to create in 


you incredulity or misanthropy, nor 
do I forget there are thousands of 
people a great deal better than they 
seem; but I do not think any man 
is prepared for the conflict of this 
life until he knows this particular 
peril. Ehud comes pretending to pay 
his tax to King Eglon, and, while 
he stands in front of the King, stabs 


"How is it possible 
consent to sell such 


any one, will break aU understand- 
ings with other merchants, and will 
sell at a ruinous cost, putting their 
neighbors at great disadvantage, ex- 
pecting to make up the deficit in 
something else. If an honest princi- 
ple could creep into that man's soul 
it would die of sheer lonliuees! The 
man twists about, trying to escape 
the penalty of the law, and despise* 
God, while'he is just a little anx- 
ious about the sheriff. 
The honest 


man looks about him and says: 


A HIGH RESOLVE. 


"Well, this rivalry is awful. Per- 


haps I am more scrupulous than I 
need be. This little baigain I am 
about to enter is a lUtle doubtful; 
but then I shall only do as the rest" 
And so I had a friend who staited in 
commercial life, and as a book mer- 
chant, with a high resolve. He said: 
"In my store there shall be no books 
that I would not have my family 
read," Time passed on, and one day 
I went into his store and found stfme 
iniquitous books on the shelf, and I 
said to him: 
that you can 
books asj these?" "Oh," he replied, 
"I have got over those puritanical 
notions. A man carfnot do business 
in this day unless he does it in th* 
way other people do it." To make a 
long story short, he lost his hope in 
heaven, and in a little while he lost 
his morality, and then he went into 
a madhouse. In other woids, when <* 
man casts off God, God casts him off. 


One of the mightiest temptations 


in commercial life in all cities today 
is in the fact that many professed 
Christian men are not squaie in their 
bargains. Such men are in Baptist 
and Methodist and Congregational 
churches, and our own denomination 
is as largely represented as any of 
them. Our good merchants are fore- 
most in Christian enterprises; they 
are patronizers of art, philanthropic 
and patriotic. God will attend them 
in the day of His coronation. 


RUINOUS EXAMPLES. 


I am not speaking of them, but if 


tho'se in commercial life who ire set- 
ting a ruinous example to our young 
merchants. Go through all the stores 
and offices in our cities, and tell me 
in how many of these stores and 
offices are the principles of Christ's 
religion dominant? In three-fourths 
of them? No. In one-tenth of tliemf 
No. 
Decide for yourself. The im- 


pression is abroad somehow thai 
charity can consecrate iniquitous 
gains, and that if a man give to God 
a portion of an unrighteous bargain 
then the Lord will forgive him the 
rest. The secretary of a benevolent 
society came to me *and said: "Mr, 
So-and-so has given a large amount 
of money to the missionary cause,'* 
mentioning the sum.

can't 'believe it" Ke said: "It is so.'" 
Well, I went home, staggered and 
confounded.

These books are read late at night.

The books may be 


buined, but there is not enough pow- 
er in all the apothecary's prepara- 
tions to wash out the stain from the. 
soul. 
Fathers' 
hands, 
mothers' 


hands, sisters' hands will not wash 
it out; one but the hand of the Lord 
will wash it out. 


And what is more perilous in re- 


gard to some of these temptitions 
we may not mention them, \7hile 
God in His Bible from chapter to 
chapter thundered His denunciations 
against these crimes, people expect 
the pulpit and the printing press to 
be silent on the subject, and just in 
proportion as people are impure are 
they fastidious on this theme. They 
are so full of decay and death they 
do not want their sepulchres opened, 
God will turn into destruction all the 
unclean, and HO splendors 
of sur- 


rounding can make decent that which 
He has smitten. 
God will not ex- 


cuse sin merely because it has costly 
array and beautiful

and 


palatial residence any more than He 
will excuse that 
which crawls, a 


blotch of sores, through the lowest 
cellar. Ever and anon* through some 
lawsuit, there Hashes- upon the people 
of our great cities what is transpir- 
ing in seemingly respectable circles.

Again, in all cities I am impressed 


with the fact that there is a great 
fteld for Christian charity. There are 
hunger and suffering and want and 
wretchedness in the country; but 
these evils chiefly congregate in our 
great cities. On every street crime 
pro-wls and drunkenness staggeis and 
shame winks and pauperism thrusts 
out its hand asking for alms. Here 
want is most squalid and hunger is 
most lean. A Christian man going 
along a street in New York saw a 
poor lad, and he stopped and said: 
"My boy, do you know 'how to read 
and write?" The boy made no an- 
swer. The man asked the question 
twice and thrice: "Can you read and 
write?' 'and then the boy answered, 
with a tear splashing on the back of 
his hand. He said in defiance: "No, 
sir; can't read nor write neither. 
God, sir; don't want me to read and 
write. 
Didn*t He take away my 


father so long ago I never remember 
to have seen himP 
And -haven't I 


had to go along the streets to get 
something to fetch home to eat for 
the folks? And didn't I, as soon as 
I could carry a basket, have to go out 
and pfrk tip cinders, and never have 
no schooling, sir? God don't want 
me to read, sir. I can't read nor 
write, neither." 


POOR WANDERERS. 


Oh! these poor wanderers. 
They 


to give anything. But after awhile 
I found out thai; he had "been en- 
gaged in the most infamous kind of 
a swindle, and then he promise i to 
compromise the mattei with fhe Loril 
saying: "Now, here is so much for 
Thee, Lord.

I want to tell you that the church

sake of his spiritual interests the 
Lord is on his side, and one with God 
is a majority. 


PRESSURE OF POLITICS. 


But if you have been much among 


the cities you have also noticed that 
they are full of temptations of a po- 
litical character. 
It is not so moie 


in one city than in all the cities. 
Hundreds of men going down in our 
cities every year, thiough the pres- 
sure of politics. 
Once in a while a 


man will come out in a sort of mis- 
sionary spirit and say: "I am go- 
ing into politics now to reform them, 
and I am going to reform the ballot 
box, and I am going to reform all 
the people I come in contact with." 
That man in the fear and love of 
God gotcs into politics with that idea, 
and with the resolution that he will 
come out uncontaminated and as 
good as when he went in. 
But gen- 


erally the case is, when a man steps 
into politics, many of the newspapers 
try to blacken his character, and to 
distort all his past history, and after 
a little while has gone by, instead of 
considering himself an honorable 
citizen, he is lost in contemplation 
and in admiration of the fact that 
he has so long been kept out of jail! 
If a man shall go into politics to re- 


oif the sidewalk the poor wretch who 
has not the means to garnish his in- 
iquity, 
these

wrapped in purple and in linen, go 
unwhipt of public justice. 


DESPOIL THE YOUNG.

cash and has stored it in trunks to 
be carried over the border and pre- 
served for him or his descendants. 


The history of the buried treasure 


of monarchs, if it could be obtained, 
would make a valuable chapter in 
the world's records. 
What became 


of the wealth, for instance, of the 
NapoleonsP 
Where did they hide it, 


iow have they managed to procure it 
since? 
Is its possession and its 


hiding a family secret divulged from 
father to son and unknown except to 
them? 


Kings and rulers from time im- 


memorial have not only as an in- 
variable rule made investments that 
should insure their being vastly rich 
whatever might occur, but they have 
generally been so acquisitive, even, 
n the hour of dire disaster and 
flight, that they have taken as many 
pen table valuables away with them 
by way of consolation as they could 
cany.

ing where they have been so greedy 
that they have been caught as a 
consequence of being overladen and 
thus hampered with booty.

THE DECLARED PURPOSES. 
Although these purposes were made 


known some weeks ago in Secretary 
lay's note of July 3, they now as- 
sume special importance in the light 
f the work to be taken up. Four dis- 
tinct purposes were laid *down in this 
declaration, viz: 


The purpose of the president is, as 


t has been heretofore, to act concur- 
rently with the other powers. 


'Iflrst, in opening up communica- 


tion with Pekin, aud rescuing the 
American officials, missionaries and 
other Americans who are in danger* 


"Secondly, in affording all possible 


protection everywhere in China to 
American life and property. 


"Thirdly, in guarding and protect- 


ing all legitimate American inter- 
ests, and, 


"Fourthly, in aiding to prevent a 


spread of the disorders to the other 
provinces of the empire and a re- 
currence of such disasters." 


STAND UNCHANGED. 


It can be stated authoritatively that 
the foreging declarations stand to- 
day as they did on the day they were 
enunciated. 
The government con* 


siders that the first purpose enumer- 
ated, namely, "opening up communi- 
cation with Pekin and rescuing the 
American officials, missionaries and 
other Americans who are in danger; 
is now achieved. There may be de- 
tails of this rescue still to be car- 
ried out, but no doubt is entertained 
that the rescue will be accomplished 
That leaves the three remaining pur- 
poses set forth still to be carried out 
and these are chiefly in the line o 
restoring order, quiet and security 
to the disturbed country. The inten- 
tion of this government as to the 
withdrawal of troops from China can 
not be stated at this time, and any 
statement bearing on this point is 
conjecturable. The fact is, the mill 
tary situation at Pekin is yet to be 
clearly developed ^y the advices from 
those on the ground. 


TROOPS MTOT REMAIN. 


What course is to be adopted con 


cerning the troopg will depend large 
ly upon these advices and upon tin 
exigencies of the situation. 


It is stated that there can be no ira 


mediate withdrawal of the troops and 
those BOW on the way profbably wil 
relieve the troops that have been op 
erating in China, at least to the ex 
tent of giving them opportunity 
rest and recuperate! 


The fresh forces will guard the lin 


of communication between Pekin and 
the seacoast 


Until information is received from 


Minister Conger and General Chaffee 
no definite steps can be taken in th 
negotiations for carrying out th 
purposes of this government in 
China. It will depend upon the ad 
vices from these officials as to wher 
and when such negotiations will tak 
place.

next place Mr. Hanna does not know 
of any one whom he could trust to 
run the thing as he will run it. 
Further, President McKinley wants 
Chairman Hanna at the head of the 
party organization. 
His faith in the 


Ohio man has no limitations or reser- 
vations. Hanna engineered his nom- 
ination, Hanna engineered his elec- 
tion and Hanna has largely engin- 
eered his administration. 
To Hanna 


he looks for repetition of the suc- 
cess of the last campaign. 
In view 


of these reasons why he should not 
resign it may be taken as absolutely 
certain that Mr. Hanna will not re- 
sign. 
Mr. Hanna's health is prob- 


ably not all that could be desired, 
but an erratic heart and a gouty 
knee will not retire him from the 
campaign. 


THE MILK IN THE COCOANUT. 


The republican scheme to ignore as 


far ns possible the issue of imperi- 
alism and force the currency issue to 
the front is founded on a two-fold 
fear. The party managers in the first 
place realize that a defense of the 
imperialistic policy will be fraught 
with peril to the republican ticket. 
But there is a very practical purpose 
back of the effort to force the money 
question to the front. 
A fat cam- 


paign fund is desired for the present 
contest. 
With imperialism as the 


dominant issue the great corpora- 
tions cannot be appealed to as they 
were in 1896 with the financial issue. 
The republicans purpose to create a 
great financial scare by proclaiming 
that the stability of business and the 
soundness of the currency arc grave- 
ly threatened by the 
prospect of 


Bryan's election. Just how success- 
fully it will work can hardly be fore- 
casted, but it is likely to prove more 
or less of a failure. Down east the 
big corporations are feeling rather 
easy. In addition to feeling relief 
that the democrats have made impe- 
rialism rather than the currency the 
issue that overtops all others, they 
feel secure in the fact that the sen- 
ate is not likely to change the com- 
plexion of its majority for several 
years, so that no tariff or currency 
legislation is possible. 
So long as 


those matters are not in danger of 
alteration they are not apt to be so 
much disturbed as to pay the cost 


of a republican campaign. The trusts 
will not overlook the fact that their 
reliance is in republican success and 
they can be fried for considerable fat, 
but ,t(he- enormous contributions of 
1896 are not likely to be repeated 
unless a panic can wantonly be bred 
on the basis of Bryan's prospects.

of their buggy, and, as they did so, 
Huston Manis shot Irvin Lawscn 
txvice through the body, killing him 
instantly. 
The Manis 'tooys drove 


back to town and surrendered them- 
selves to the police, and are now in 
Jail. For many years Irvfn and Mar- 
shall Lawson have been the terror of 
the neighborhood in which they lived 
and have been in innumerable fights. 
Manis claims he acted purely in self- 
defense.

The 
testimony showed that the story was 
simply a lie concocted by Baney in 
order to obtain 
privileges 
at the 


prison, and, after a sensation, the

says he has now obtained evidence 
enough to convince the public and 
the state authorities that Hinshaw 
did not kill his wife 
Hinshaw was 


convicted at Danville in 1895, after 
one of the most memorable criminal 
trials in the history of the state.

CROOKEDEST ROAD ON EARTH* 


The Detfoit company, a corporation 
ontrolled by the great Scotch copper 
actors, Phelps, Dodge ft Co., is com- 
pleting a narrow guage road that 
will soon connect Morenci with Guth- 
rio and the line of the Arizona and 
New Mexico railway* The new road, 
twenty miles in length, is called the 
crookedeat road on earth. It abounds 
in engineering problems. In an air 
line the distance from start to finish 


only about ten miles. There will 


be four loops. Of the twenty-eight 
bridges, one is 104 feet high and 
twelve will average 62 feet. 
The 


grades are no less phenomenal, ne- 
cessitating the purchase of specially 
equipped locomotives with 
drivers 


less than 2 feet in diameter. The 
engines are of sixty tons weight and 
are 
enormously powerful, though 


slow. Heretofore egress for the bul- 
lion product of the Detroit company's 
smelters has been by way of a 20- 
inch *'baby*guage" railway. The 
cars are whisked by miniature loco- 
motives through several long tun* 
nels to the edge of the precipitous 
Chase Creek valley* Then the cars 
are lowered down a half-mile incline 
by 
wire cable, later to be again 


picked up by a toy locomotive and 
hauled to the dumping bins of the 
Arizona company above Clifton.

For Europe or America to under- 


stand the mind of China is hopeless- 
ly impossible* That ocean which id 
the physical separation between her 
and America is but a narrow gorge 
compared to the gulf between her 
mental life than ours. Japan knows 
her, but the white man does not and 
never can. She is beyond the pale. 


thousands upon thousands of 


years her people have lived apart 
from the rest of the world, sufficient 
unto themselves. They might as well 
have been upon another planet, or in 
a realm of the fourth dimension, so 
different has their environment been 
to that of other peoples on this earth 
today. 


Their origin, if they had one, must 


date back to primeval chaos. The 
chaos still clings. The reports from 
China in the papers declare it daily. 
They reflect the condition of affairs 
there accurately enough, and if the 
reflection passes conraprhension it is 
not the reflection's fault. 


Foreigners 
who have lived for 


many years in China, who have stud- 
ied the life, .the literature and the 
art of the peole assiduously and have 
sought to see into the mind that pro- 
duced these things, have as the chief 
result of their labor a teteadily in- 
creasing consciousness of the vast- 
ness of their ignorance. They are 
continually discovering things there 
are yet to learn, they observe these 
multiply before their eyes, while the 
things they have already learned 
sink into relative insignificance. 


In "Chinese Chracteristics" and 


"Village lafe in China" Dr. Arthur 
H, Smith speaks of the trials of tliose 
who would know China* Many men. 
each working many lifetimes, wouli 
be necessary to get the knowledge 
they desire, he asserts, but neverthe- 
less foe gives a great number of in- 
teresting glimpses which, make his 
work a splendid contribution not 
only to Chinese bibliography, but to 
the general subject of sociology as 
well. 


One can not prognosticate what a 


Chinaman will do, 'but one can be 
sure that whatever he does he will do 
it differently than would an Ameri- 
can or European.. 


His politeness Is impertinent to us, 


fofr whether you are man or woitmn, 
his first question is, "How old are 
youP" If you are advanced in years 
he congratulates you. Then he will 
ask your income and many other threatened with 
questions as to your private affairs, physic. 
This is Chinese etiquette; but if you 
would show a frieridly interest in his 
welfare and the prosperity of his 
family, be sure not to say "wife.'1 


To ask after a Chinaman's wife ov to 
refer to her at all is a serious breach 
of good manners. Bo not speak of 
hts daughters, either; but you may 
congratulate him on having soni. 
Do not praise them, 'however, for if 
one should fall sick at »aay time after ravisher. 
he would lay it to your evil eye. 


When you enter a Chinaman's 


house you take your hat off, while he, 
as he hears you coming, puts 'his on; 
he would not receive a guest other- 
wise. By way of greeting, he shakes 
hands with himfeelf instead of with 
you, and offers you a seat on his left 
rather than on the right; for the left 
is the honorable side in China. 


The book he has laid down as you 


came in has its title on the lower 
left-hand corner of the back cover. 
Its pages xead from right to left, in 
columns instead of in lines. 
The 


"footnotes" are at the top of the 
page, and he has inserted his book- 
mark at the bottom. If he is a mer~ 
' chant and keeps accounts he will 
enter the debts on the upper half and 
the credits on the lower half of the 
came page. 


Instead of blacking he uses whit- 


ing for his shoes, and if he is in 
mourning he robes 'hiiriself in white. 
If he is a man of position he has a 
wife with dwarfed feet, too small to 
walk; so small, indeed, that in the 
process of compression some of the 
bones were crowded out. 
The nurse 


carries his children on her back in- 
stead of against her breast 
But all 


these things are of a kind with the 
Chinese compass, which points south 
instead of north and reads west- 
north, west-south, east-south, east- 
north, as' the Chinaman boxes it. 
He also says thirds-two 'instead of 
two-thirds, and in writing a date 
his order is year, month, day. 


He writes his family name first 


and his given name follows. 
If he 


plays cards he deals to the left, i. e,, 
toward the honorable 
side; if he 


mounts ft horse he clambers up on 
the fight side; if he shorn a boat he 


He laughs wnen telling you of the 
death of a relative or friend. 


If he is ill his "doctor" prods for 


the pain with a long'needle, often 
piercing the stomach walls in the en- 
deavor to find it. 
If he is lame he 


takes ashes of frogs' legs; for rheu- 
matism, 
"dragon's 
bones;" and 


among other remedies in the Chinese 
pharmacopoeia are asbestos, rhin- 
oceros horns, the new tops of stag 
horns, tortoise shell, human milk, 
and verious statlactites ground to 
powder. 


His names for villages are as vari- 


ous as his medicines. 
Here are 


some within a short radius of a 
place where Dr. Smith sojourned for 
awhile: 
Horse-Words Village, Fe- 


male-Bog Village, Horse-Without-a- 
Hoof, Wang-Family, Great-Melon 
Village, Sun-Family-Bull Village, 
Look-at-the-Grave, Market-Town-of- 
the-Crows, Duck's-Nest-of-the-Chou- 
Family, 
Village-of-Chang~of-the- 


Iron-Houth, 
The- Village- Where- 


They-Wear-Pug-Noses. 


If you ask your servant why he did 


not water the flowers as you had or- 
dered, he replies calmly, "Not on ac- 
count of any reason," and ?eems sur- 
prised if you are not content after 
this statement. 
If you are in busi- 


ness, and, it may be, are closing up 
for the day, having locked your safe 
and called for your 'rikishaw, a 
Chinaman happens in with a bill, 
you unlock your safe, take out the 
amount, receive a receipt and lock 
up again. 
The Chinaman chats com- 


plaisantly for an hour or two, while 
you wait as cheerfully as you may. 
Then he says, "I have another bill 
here." "If you had only told me at 
the time I got the money for the first 
bill," you say, "I could have paid 


"But I did not know 


that the accounts had anything in 
common," replies the celestial.

Sometimes, too, a Chinaman will 


allow a physician to call on him sev- 
eral times, and then will announce,

On one occasion a native took the 


medicine a missionary physician 
gave him and still lingered. 
After 


awhile the missionary asked if he 
did not feel better. 
"I am not the 


one that is ill," he replied. "It is 
my wife,"

It is a common belief in China that 


foreigners pluck out the eyes of na- 
tive children and concoct bewitch- 
ing draughts therefrom. If a mother 
sees a "foreign devil" coming along 
the road she hustles her children out 
of sight; or if she has not time to do 
this she holds her hands over their 
eyes and covers their heads as best 
she can to preserve them froju the 


ivisher. 
No matter what you do when you 


are in China you are an object of 
suspicion. 
Even, supposing the im- 


possible, that being a foreigner you 
act exactly as a native. 
"Why does 


he do so?" the Chinaman queries to 


use it lest he be stricken with the 
same fatal disease. No, the box re- 
mained shut until all the formalities 
of a new election had provided a man 
to take the dead man's place. 


The viceroy of the 
Two Rung 


provinces bought 
machinery for 


making "cash"—>the copper or brass 
coins so common in China* They are 
round, with a square hole in them, 
and are worth from one-half to two- 
thirds of a mill. 
It so happened 


that the plungers for punching the 
holes made round ones instead of 
square in the coins. Not a China- 
man would use them. A coin with a 
round hole! That was witchcraft 
surely, and so the viceroy had to send 
to England for other 
plungers at 


great delay and expense. 


Some officials 
investigating silk 


and tea went over the silk and the 
tea districts, to the consternation of 
the inhabitants, who would not be- 
lieve that these men desired to im- 
prove the conditions of cultivation. 
"Too absurd! We shall soon have 
heavier taxes," the people said. 


Few Chinese care to eat or drink 


in a foreigner's house. Tea may be 
"doctored," and jthe food also. You 
may be sure a native will not step 
on your threshold when he enters, 
nor* will he look in a mirror in your 


if he can possibly avoid it. He 


is afraid of Chinese books, even if 
they come from foreign-made presses 
or from a foreigner's shop. This ex- 
plains the trouble misisonaries have 
sometimes in giving away portions 
of Scripture printed in Chinese. The 
natives are afraid. They do not care 
one way or the other, perhaps, about 
the sentiments in the pamphlets, but 
there may be a spell in the ink or in 
the paper. 


In the Chinese mind it is about as 


immoral to lie as to • make a pun. 
Even Confucius could do what Jared 
Sparks says 
George Washington 


could not. The sage had a caller. 
He did not wish to see him. So he 
told the servant to say, "My master 
is ilL" As the caller went away, 
Confucius sang merrily, so that the 
caller, hearing, might realize the lie 
and draw his inferences as to his re- 
ception should he call again. Mer- 
cius, who lived in the same reign, 
was also able in this field. 


Chinese do not sympathize with af- 


flictions. ^Good morning, hunch- 
back"; "Hullo, pockmark"; "So, Mr. 
Clubfoot," are the samples of greet- 
ings to unfortunates. A person falls 
in a fit; no one gives aid. To do so 
might involve one in suspicion of be- 
ing the cause of the fit* 


They are more than unsympathetic, 


however; they are as cruel as it is 
possible to be. They punish crimi- 
nals with beatings as high as 2,500 
blows with a rod. They crush pris- 
oners' ankles, cut off their flesh bit 
by bit, put lime in their eyes, bury 
them alive, burn them, crucify them, 
shut them up in cages, as they did 
Sir Harry Parkes forty odd years 
ago. Sir Harry had gone to Peltfn 
under a flag of truce. His compan- 
ions were tortured to death. 


To prove adultery they cut off the 


heads of the suspects and put them 
in a tub of water, and if they float 
toward each other they are guilty. 
If not, the pair is vindicated.

If you Would 
find the house of a person tfhose ad- 
dress you have, it's not much use to 
inquire. 
Nobody knows him. It 


is safer not to know. 
You want him 


for an evil perhaps to kill him, and 
then his relatives would take ven- 
geance on the informers. 


If you have lost your way at night 


you are likely to "sleep out," for no 
one will respond to your knocking at 
the gates. You may be a thief, or ft 
spook, and any way, why should 
any one be out at such an hour? 


There is a Chinese legend which 


says a man should not Writer a tem- 
ple alone, nor should two look down 
into a well together. Why? The 
priest might make away with a soli- 


worshiper, and as to the well, 


one man might owe the other and, 
therefore, push him in as the easiest 
means of settling ttje account. , In 
San 
Francisco's 
Chinatown 
the 


strong box of the community is in 
charge of the twelve Chinese alder- 
men. 
Twelve padlocks fasten it, one 


for each alderman, who has his own 
peculiar key, different from the oth- 
ers.

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THE SNAKE'S WELL 


One of the Most Awful of the 


Many Fiendish Tortures the 
Chinese Practice. 


eeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeee 


Death by the thousand cuts, while 


perhaps the most painful, is not the 
most fiendishly ingenious of Chinese 
modes of execution. It does not ap- 
peal to the imagination with half 
the horror of the snakes' well. 


The snakes* well is a dark pit ten- 


anted with serpents and all venomous 
things that creep and crawl. The 
victim is suspended in it by the heels, 
with his face dose to the bottom. 
That is the end of him. 
If he is 


cursed with much imagination he 
probably dies of horror. That fail- 
ing, he is likely to succumb to the 
venom of his fellow-prisoners. In 
any event, he would die of starvation. 
All of which appeals to the Chinese 
sense of humor. 


William Gorham, of the Gorham 


Rubber company, who returned from 
Canton the other day, witnessed the 
decapitation of eleven pirates. This 
is how he describes it: 


"Their hands were loosely tied to- 


gether with pieces of rope, their 
queues hanging down their backs. 
As the executioner advanced to his 
duty an assistant preceded him, car- 
rying a stake sharpened at both ends 
to a point, 


"One end of this stick was driven 


into the earth just in front of the 
criminal; then the executioner's as- 
sistant caught hold of the China- 
man's queue and slowly drew him 
forward and downward, taking care 
not to use undue consideration in 
shortening the process. 
When he 


had drawn the body sufficiently low 
over the sharpened stick he gave the 
queue a quick tug, driving the stake 
into the criminal's abdomen and im- 
paling him firmly. 


"Then he held the queue uncon- 


cernedly while the executioner raised 
his weapon and brought it down 
•swiftly on the criminal's neck, sever- 
ing the head from the body. 


"A host of uninterested celestials 


were standing about. Here and there 
was a policeman whacking any one 
he chose, regardless of offense, and 
the hoodlum element was busy teas- 
ing and tossing little stones at the 
condemned. 


"Thfe mon who were yet to die 


casually watched the. performance, 
and the eleventh calmly looked on 
while the other ten were dispatched 
and their heads thrown in a pile on 
one side.

Four Cs may be said to have 


figured at the outset in the contest 
for president in 1824. These were 
De Witt Clinton, Calhoun, Clay and 
William H. Crawford, the latter be- 
ing Monroe's secretary of the trea- 
sury, and the favorite of the con- 
gressional caucus of his party. There 
were also two other aspirants in that 
year, John Quincy Adams and An- 
drew Jackson. 
Clinton was with- 


drawn from the canvass, and Calhoun 
eventually became a candidate for 
vice president instead of for presi- 
dent, and he was chosen to the sec- 
ond office. 
In the voting'for presi- 


dent the Cs who remained in the 
presidential contest—Clay and Craw- 
ford—were distanced by Jackson and 
Adams and in the absence of a ma- 
jority for any candidate in the elec- 
toral college the contest went to the 
house of representatives, which made 
Adams president. 


The defeat of 1824 was the first of 


Clay's reverses in his endeavors to 
reach the presidency. 
Clinton was 


never mentioned after 1824 in con- 
nection with the presidency, and died 
in 1828. Calhoun was an aspirant 
for years afterward, and was re-elect- 
ed vice president in 1828, but in the 
conflict with Jackson in 1830-32 he 
was thrown out of the "line of suc- 
cession" and never got within sight 
of the nomination again. 
Crawford 


also dropped out of the list of possi- 
bilities immediately after the elec- 
tion of 1824. Clay was nominated 
in 1832 by the national republicans 
and by an element calling itself the 
young republicans, but was over- 
whelmingly beaten by Jackson. Clay 
remained a presidential aspirant un- 
til a short time before his death, and 
was nominated by the whigs in 1844, 
when he was defeated at the polls by 


had been a conspicuous figure lor * 
third of a century, was beaten in the 
canvass of 1848, when lie was the 
candidate of the democratic party, by 
a man who had never even cast A bal- 
lot until that year. This was Oen* 
Zachary Taylor, who, on the strength 
of his record in the Mexican war, just 
ended, was nominated by the whig** 
and elected. One C, Clay, was beaten 
by Taylor in the whig convention, 
and another one, Cass, was defeated 
at the polls. Cleveland, however, de- 
stroyed the C superstition by not 
only getting elected in 1884, but by 
beating a man who had been a strik- 
ing figure in national politics many 
years before Cleveland 
was ever 


heard of outside of the ward in which 
he resided. 


At one time also there was a pop- 


ular assumption that there was an 
irrepressible conflict between fate and 
the presidential 
aspirations of all 


men who had held the office of speak- 
er of the house of representatives. 
Clay, John Bell, Eobert X. T. Hunter, 
Colfax, Blaine, Carlisle, Reed and 
others who had held that post were 
prominent aspirants for the presi- 
dency, but all were beaten either in 
the convention or at 
the polls. 


Plausible reasons have been assigned 
for the failure of ex-speakers to reach 
the white house—the enmities which 
speakers naturally make in their as- 
signments of places on committees, 
and the natural tendency of men to 
arouse jealousies who are prominent 
enough to be elected to preside over 
the house.

In 1796, however, there was a real 
contest, and the two most prominent 
aspirants were Adams, who had been 
chosen vice president in the two elec- 
tions in which Washington was made 
president, and Jefferson, 
who had 


been secretary 
of state for a few 


years under Washington and who 
was the head of the new party, which 
he christened republican, hut which 
took the name democracy a third ol 
a century later, in the first term of 
Jackson. 
Adams had seventy-one 


electoral votes in 1796 and Jefferson 
sixty-eight. In the contest of 1800 
Adams had sixty-five electoral votes 
and Jefferson seventy-three. 


In the election of, 1824 Jaclwon 


was beaten by John Quincy Adams 
in the great quadrangular contest, 
which was settled by the house of 
representatives.

DETAILS OF THE FALL OF PEKIN 


Washington, Aug. 18.—As the re- 


sult of nn exchange of cablegrams 
between the powers concerning1 • af- 
fairs at Shanghai, an agreement has 
been reached by which all the ndmi- 
rals of the several powers represented 
at Shanghai will act concurrently in 
a survey, or watching, of (.he Chi- 
nese Yang1 Tsi fleet, instead of hav- 
ing1 this duty performed entirely by 
the British admiral at Shanghai. 


This Chinese Yang1 Tsi fleet con- 


sists of four cruisers and several tor- 
pedo bouts and destroyers. As many 
transports are carrying troops of the 
various powers 'to China it has been 
deemed necessary 
to see that the 


Chinese war ships did not attack the 
unprotected transports. The British 
commander has been executing the 


fer. On Tuesday they turned the en- 
marching' extraordinarily heavy. 


• The American troops are suffering 
severely, nnd many ar.e falling out 
exhausted. 


The Chinese were preparing enor- 


mous trenches at Ho-Hsi-Wu, with 
which to, flood the country, but the 
rapid advance of the allies surprised 
them before they had turned in the 
water, and they dropped their spades 
and fled.

ATUKITS THE PLOT. 


Chief Hazen admitted today that 


the two men were supposed to be an- 
archists and confirmed the story of 
the plot hatched in Naples in August 
to kill President McKinley. 


Further than this, Chief Hnaen de- 


clined to talk, on the ground that lie 
was in communication -with Chief 
Wilkie, in Washington, who had 
asked that all news concerning the 
suspects come from him (Wllk'ie). 


Chief Wilfcie is quoted as saying: 


"The two men are not arrested. They 
are simply detained at quarantine. 
They will be deported when tho 
Kaiser Wilhelm goes bat* to Europe. 
It is true that on August 1st this 
government -was advised from Naples 
that Maresca had left Italy-for tha 
United States with the purpose of at- 
tacking the president. It was said 
that the man was a most undesired 
immigrant. I may have n more in- 
teresting story to tell later." 


CHIEF HAZEN RETICENT. 


Chief Hazen was interviewed at his 


office in the federal building today. 
He 
refused 
to give the techlncal 


charge on which Mnresca and Weida 
nre detained. He further said that 
Marescn is a typical anarchist.

poses already clearly defined by this 
government. 
' 


THE DECLARED PURPOSES. 


Although these purposes were made 


known some weeks ago in Secretary 
Hay's note of July 3, they now as- 
sume special importance in the light 
of the work to be taken up. Four dis- 
tinct purposes were laid *down in this 
declaration, viz: 


"The purpose of the president is, as 


it has been heretofore, to act concur- 
rently with the other powers. 


"First, in opening up communica- 


tion with Pekin, and rescuing the 
American officials, missionaries and 
other Americans who are in danger. 


"Secondly, in affording all possible 


protection everywhere in China to 
American life and property. 


"Thirdly, In guarding and protect- 


ing all legitimate American inter- 
ests, and, 


"Fourthly, in Hiding to prevent a 


spread of the disorders to the other 
provinces of the empire and a re- 
currence of such disasters." 


STAND UNCHANGED. 


It can be stated authoritatively that 


the foreging declarations stand to- 
day as they did on the day they were 
enunciated. 
The government con- 


siders that the first purpose enumer- 
ated, namely, "opening up communi- 
cation with Pekin and rescuing the 
American officials, missionaries and 
other Americans who are in danger," 
is now achieved. There may be de- 
tails of this rescue still to be car- 
ried out, but no doubt is entertained 
that, the rescue will be accomplished. 
That leaves the three remaining pur- 
poses set forth still to be carried out, 
and these are chiefly in the line of 
restoring order, quiet and security 
to the disturbed country. The inten- 
tion of this government as to the 
withdrawal of troops from China can- 
not be stated at this time, and any 
statement bearing on this point is 
conjecturable. The fact is, the mili- 
tary situation at Pekin is yet to be 
clearly developed by the advices from 
those on the ground. 


TROOPS MUST HKMAIN. 


What course is to be adopted con- 


cerning- thfi troops will depend large- 
ly upon these advices and upon tho 
exigencies of the situation. 


It is stated that there can be no im- 


mediate withdrawal of the troops and 
those now on the way probably will 
relieve the troops that have been op- 
erating iu China, at least to the ex- 
tent of giving them opportunity I 
vest and recuperate. 


The fresh forces will guard the line 


of communication between Pekiu and 
the seacoast. 


Until information is received fn

the Opening Day. 


Paris, Aug. 18.—The ceremony 


officially 
announcing 
the 
awards 


made to the exhibitors at the Paris 
exposition'took place, this afternoon. 
It was not less magnificent in its 
pomp than the ceremony attending 
the formal opening of the exposition. 
The announcement of the awards oc- 
curred in the Salle DCS Fetes. 


This hall, which itself is one of the 


most beautiful exhibits, was extrav- 
agantly decorated, though following 
the same general ornamentation as r 
the opening day. 


Fully 15,000 persons attended the 


exercises, which began nt 3 o'clock. 
President Loubet, who was escorted 
by the cabinet ministers, presided 
and all official Paris, including the 
diplomatic corps nnd the foreign com- 
missioners, was present. 


A feature which gave additional 


animation to the spectacle was tht 
entry of each commission 
and its 


staff, including the uniformed guards 
bearing the flag of their respectivi 
countries.. 


President Loubet, after the "Mar 


seillnise" had been rendered by an 
immense orchestra, opened the cere 
monies with a short address, in which 
he thanked all the participants for th 
aid they had given in making the ex 
position 
n success. 
He also 


pressed regret nt the fact that the 
closing hours of the exposition wen 
approaching, and added: 


"But this is consolation in the belie 


that the spirit of this epheral work 
•will survive, nnd that the-exposition 
hns served to establish between the 
governments nnd the people 
rela- 


tions 
nnd bonds more drnble 
than 


heretofore. Strangers will appreciate 
henceforth that France is a country 
of peace nnd industry.'7

president 
then placed, in the 


hands of the presidents of the vari- 
ous juries the lists of awards.

Japan know 
her, hut the white in (in does not an 
never can. She is beyond 'the p.ile 
For thousands upon thousands 
o 


years her people have lived apni 
from the rest of the world, sufficien 
Tinto themselves. They might as wel 
have been upon another planet, or ii 
a realm of the fourth dimension, s 
different has their environment beei 
to thnt of other peoples on this cnrtl 
today. 


Their origin, if they had one, mus 


date back to primeval chaos. The 
chaos still clings. The reports from 
China in the papers declare it daily 
They reflect the condition oE-afalrs 
there nccurately enough, and if the 
reflection passes conmprhension it is 
not the reflection's fault. 


Foreigners 
who have lived for 


many years in China, who have stud- 
ied the life,' the literature and the 
art of the peole assiduously and have 
sought to see into the mind 'that pro- 
duced these things, have as the chief 
result of their labor a 'steadily in- 
creasing consciousness of the vast- 
ness of their ignorance. They are 
continually discovering- things there 
are yet to learn, they observe these 
multiply before their eyes, while the 
things they have already learned 
sink into relative insignificance. 


In "Chinese dimeter! sties" and 


"Village Life in China" Dr. Arthur 
H. Smith speaks of the trials of those 
"who would know China. Many men, 
each working many lifetimes, wouH 
"be necessary to get the knowledge 
they desire, he asserts, but neverthe- 
less 'lie gives a great number of in- 
terest ing glimpses which, innke his 
iwork a sulendid contribution not 
only to Chinese bibliography, but to 
the general siibject of sociology as 
well. 


One can not prognosticate what n 


Chinaman will do, but one can bo 
surft llmt whatever he does he will do 
it differently than would an Ameri- 
can or European., 


His politeness J's impertinent to us. 


for whether you arc man or wonj*ui, 
his fi rs t ques lion is, " How old a re 
you?" If you arc advanced in year.*; 
he congratulates you. Then lie will 
nsk your income and ninny other 
questions ns to your private affairs. 
This is Chinese etiquette; but If you 
would show n fi-ien'dly interest in his 
welfare and tlie prosperity of his 
family, be sure not to say "wife.1" 
To ask after a Chinaman's wife ov to 
refer to her at all is a serious breach 
of good manners. Do not speak of 
his daughters, cither; but you may 
congratulate him on having sons. 
Do not praise them, however, for if 
one should fall sick at nny time after 
he would lay it to your evil eye. 


"When 
you 
enter a 
Chinaman's 


house you take your hat off. while he, 
as he hears you coming, puts his on; 
lie would not receive a guest other- 
wise. -Jly way of greeting- he shakes 
hands with himself instead of with 
you, and offers you a seat on his loft 
rather than on the right; for the left 
is the honorable side in China. 


The book he has laid down as you 


came in has its title on the lower 
left-hand corner of the back cover. 
Its pages read from right to left, in 
columns instead of in lines. 
The 


"footnotes" arc at the top of the 
page, and he has inserted his book- 
mark at the bottom. If he is n nier- 
' chant and keeps accounts he will 


enter the debts on the upper half and 
the credits on the lower half of the 
same page. 


Instead of blacking he uses whit- 


ing for his shoes, and if he is in 
mourning he robes liiniself in while. 
If he is a man of position he has a 
wife with dwarfed feet, too small to 
w/ilk; so small, indeed, thnt in the 
process of compression some of the 
bones were crowded out.

carries his children on her back in- 
stead of against her breast.

If n mother 
sees a "foreign devil" coming along 
the rond she hustles her children out 
of sight; or if she 1ms not time to do 
this she holds her hands over their 
eyes and covers their heads as best 
she can to preserve them froni the 
nvisher.

arc in China you arc an object of 
suspicion. 
Even, supposing the im- 


possible, that being a foreigner you 
net exactly ns a native. 
"Why does 


he do so?" the Chimunnn queries to 
himself. 
"It is evident he has tie- 


signs. 
It will be wise to watch him 


from n safe distnnce." 
In China there are two reasons for 


distrusting folk (the Chinese dis- 
trust each other only a little less 
than they distrust foreigners); in 
one case they distrust folk because 
they do not know them, and in the 
other because they do.

George Clinton's even more con- 
picuous nephew, De Witt Clinton,

mrty,

Clinton wns with- 


awn from the canvass, and Cnlhoun 
ven tu ally became a candidate for 
ce president instead of for pvesi- 
ent, and lie wns chosen to tlie sec- 
id office. 
In the voting for presi- 


ent the Cs who remained in the 
esidential contest- -Clay nnd Craw- 
rd — were distanced by Jnckson and 
dams nnd in the absence of a ma- 
rity for nny candidate in the elec- 
ral college the contest went to the 
use of representatives, which made 
dams president.

nvention by Harrison in 1839 and 
y Taylor in 1848. Adversity hit 
lay so often, nnd under sucli widely 
nrinnt conditions, that, taken In 
onnection with the defeats of the 
wo Clintons, as well as of Crawford 
nd Cnlhoun, the letter C nt tho 
ront of n surname seemed to bo nn 
mpassnble barrier between its pos- 
essor nnd tho white house. 
This notion was strengthened by 
10 circumstance that Cnss, one of •the 
rent at it loam en of the country, who 


had been n conspicuous figure for a 
third of n century, was beaten in the 
canvass of 1848, when he was the 
candidate of the democratic party, by 
n man who had never even cast a bal- 
lot until that year. This was Gen. 
Zachnry Taylor, who, on the strength 
of his record in the Mexican war, just 
ended, wns nominated by the whigs, 
nnd elected. One C, Clay, was beaten, 
by Taylor In the whig convention, 
nud another one, Cnss, wns defeated 
at the polls. Cleveland, however, de- 
stroyed the C superstition 
by not 


only getting elected in 1884,,but by 
beating n mnii who hnd been a strik- 
ing figure in national politics many 
years before 
Cleveland 
was ever 


heard of outside of tlie ward in which 
he resided. 


At one time also there was a pop- 


ular assumption that there was an 
rrepressiblo conflict between fate and 
the presidential 
aspirations of all 


neii who had held the office of speak? 
er of the house 
of representatives. 


Clay, John Bell, Robert M. T. Hunter, 
Colfux, Blalne, Carlisle,

iimonslons, his electornl vote being 
234 and Van Buren's sixty. 


The beaten man in one contest be- 
ame the winner in the next canvass, 
is rival being- the *nme person in 
. 


ioth campaigns, in nn election which 
s within tho easy recollection of 
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nearly every newspaper render. The 
persons Who fig red in these two elec- 
tions were Harrison and Cleveland. 
Benjamin Harrison, the republican 
candidate, hnd 233 electoral votes in 
the canvass of 188. as compared 
with 108 for Cleveland, who was then 
president. In. the next election, that 
in 1892, the conditions were exactly 
reversed. 
H arris an was the presi- 


dent at the lime the 
election oc- 


curred, and Cleveland was a private 
(rttizeii. Cleveland was the winner 
in that election by a majority which 
was notably great. Harrison's elec- 
toral votfi in 1893 was 145, while 
Cleveland's was 277. No such mar- 
gin had ever been gained by anj 
presidential candidate before that 
time since 1872. Tims, 1892 was a 
tidal wave year for the democrats, 
which recalled the sweeping victory 
of that other democrat. Pierce, in 
1852, over Scott, the whig, and was 
like those of Harrison, thu whig, in 
1840; Lincoln in 1864 and Grant in 
1868 and 1872. 


Another coincidence which will be 


often mentioned in the present can- 
vnss is the circumstance that New

Har- 
rison won New York in 1888, though 
its distinguished son, Cleveland, was 
Harrison's opponent. In 1892 New 
York swung back to the democracy 
nnd gave its electoral vote to Cleve 
laud, while McKinley carried the 
state in 1898. 


The margin which the successi 


candidates gained New York in these 
elections widely varied. Grant's in 
1872 was 54.000. Tilden's was 33,000 
in 1876. Garfield's was down to f 
000 in 1880. In 1884 Cleveland's 
lead in the state was only 1.047. In 
1888 Harrison's was 13.000. Cleve- 


, land had a plurality of 46.000 in New 


York in 1893. while McKinley had a 
margin of 208,000 in 1896. 
This 


was the largest plurality ever gained 
in nny state by n presidential candi 


• date except by McX'mley in Penn- 


sylvania in the same year, whicli was 
295,000. Though the lead which the 
successive candidates gained in New 
York wi-iit ns low ns 1.047 in 
case and was as high as 208,000 in 
another, there was no break in the 
sequence of the state's swings from 
one party to the other in alternate 
canvasses, no party 
receiving the 


electoral vote of that state twice in 
succession. 


Another state which has fallen into 


the habit for mnny years past of di- 
viding its favors equally between the 
two ffreat parties, swinging from one 
of thrill to the other in alternate 
years, is Indiana. Grant carried In- 
diana in 1872. ns he did New York, 
but Indiana, like the bigger eastern 
state, -went to Tilden in 1876. Gar- 
field carried it in 1880, and Cleve- 
land won it in 1884. 
Its favorite 


son, Harrison, pained Indiana in 
1888. but he lost it in 1892. In 1896 
it was carried by McKinley. 
The 


pluralities have not varied within 
so wide a range in Indiana in the past 
third of a century as they have in 
New York. The longest lead which 
Indiana has given to any candidate in 
this time was Grant's in 1872. 23,- 
000, while 'the smallest was Harri- 
son's in 1888. 2.148. The margin 
which it <*nvc to McKinley in 1898 
•was 18.000. As in the case of New 
York, it is considered the democrat's 
"turn" to carry InfHnna in 1900, al- 
though, of course, the sequence of 
these alternate swing's from one side 
to the other can be broken, just as 
Polk's election as president ended 
the notion, or ought to have ended it, 
that an ex-speakev of the 'house of 
representative? c.in not be elected 
president, and as Cleveland's election 
gave a quietus to the C superstition. 


In four of the elections which have 


been mentioned—1872, 
1880. 1884 


and 1888—the candidate who gained 
New York's electoral vote won the 
presidency. This fact, and the cir- 
cumstance that that state has been 
oscillating' between the two parties 
with unvarying' regularity for many 
years, and ihat" the democrats will 
get the state this year if the swings 
continue, give this peculiarity about 
New York's conduct in presidential 
years great interest for the partisan 
prophets. 
The fact, of course, that 


Indian swings at the s:ime time and 
in the same direction as New York 
lends additional interest to this coin- 
cidence. In combination New York 
nnd Indiana have fifty-one electoral 
votes. These, changed from one side 
to the other, would have been suffi- 
cient to alter the result In any* presi- 
dential contest since 1872, except 
that of 1892. Cleveland would have 
been, elected In 1892 even 
if New 


York nnd Indiana had gone against 
fcim, 1£ New York and Indiana had 
gone to the democrats In 1896 In- 


stead of to the republicans Bryan's 
vote would have been 227 and Mc- 
Kinley's 220. 


Another notion which has gained 


strength in the popular mind is that 
nobody can step directly 
from the 


senate into the white house. 
Many 


presidents served in the senate pre- 
vious to their election to the higher 
post, but none of them wftre in the 
senute at the time of their election. 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams, Jtick- 
Bon. Van Buren, the two Harrisons, 
Pierce and Buchanan served in the 
senate before their election as presi- 
dent, but all of them had left that 
body before the canvass which sent 
them to the white house. 
Gnrfield 


came near breaking that coincidence, 
for he wus elected to the senate just 
before bis nomination for president, 
but he had not taken his seat in the 
senate and had not qualified for mem- 
bership in that body. CUy, Calhoun, 
Webster, Cass, Elaine, Sherman, Ed- 
munds and several other 
eminent 


personages were 
aspirants 
for the 


presidency while members of the sen- 
ate, but nil were beaten either in the 
nominating 
convention 
or at the 


polls. 
Buchanan was the last, ex- 


cept General 
Harrison, of the ex- 


senators to gain the presidency by 
election, and he was an aspirant for 
many years while he was in the sen- 
ate, but always failed after lie left 
that chamber. In fact, he was a pri- 
vate citizen at the time he was nom- 
inated, as he bad just resigned his 
post as minister to England. 
The 


fact, indeed, that he had been out of 
the country for several years—Pierce, 
early in his term, appointing- Buch- 
anan to the London 
mission—was 


what gained him the candidacy. If 
he had been in public office in the 
United States in the days that tried 
men's souls, during the Kansas-Ne- 
braska legislation of 1854, and the 
civil war which it brought in Kan- 
sas in 1855. he 
would have been 


obliged to "take sides" to such an 
extent that he would have hesn un- 
available for the candidacy in 1856, 
and his party would probably have 
chosen some other man for its stand- 
ard-bearer in the campaign of that 
year.

ieo, to Alaska, during 
more 
than 


forty years, say they never knew a 
duplicate of Nome's 
saturnalia 
of 


gambling. 


Virginia City's reckless gaming o 


generation ago was decorous in com- 
parison; .Tombstone's and Leadville's 
plunges into faro nnd keno were puny 
by the side of Nome's; Cripple Creek's 
hottest and most 
dissolute era of 


gambling1 way temperate alongside 
that of Nome, nnd even Dawson never 
had anywhere near the capital 
in- 


vested in big gambling halls and all 
manner of g'nmes to seduce miners' 
gold. 
No such large assemblage of 


gamblers of many nations and all de- 
grees of proficiency was ever seen, at 
least up nnd down tlie Pacific coast, 
like that now gathered in Alaska's 
newest gold camp. 


No ether class of men is at all like 


gold miners for mad, incessant gam- 
bling-. 
The 
grim, 
primitive 
life 


among the rugged hills nnd blasted 
gulches, the hard manual labor, the 
absence of softening- 
influences of 


home nnd civilization, lead miners to 
seek recreation in hard excesses and 
desperate gaming1. 
What most men 


do at Nome may be summed up in 
three words, mining, gambling and 
drinking. A multitude of the miners 
work in the bench sands nnd gulches 
like fiends, live in dirty frayed tents 
nnd vile huts, nnd gamble their every 
speck of gold dust at n sitting. 


GAMBLERS GET THE GOLD. 
Dny and night, week after week 


nnd month after month, with nevei 
a pause, the Nome miners are chanc- 
ing their dearly gotten gold. 
The 


faro dealers' chips are always click- 
ing1, the little balls ceaselessly rattle 
in the revolving roulette wheels, tlie 
craps men are ever throwing- huge 
dice and shouting the results, the 
stud poker players shuffle nnd deal 
at the little- round green tables, and 
the policy men hold hourly drawings. 


Sometimes the dozen great, barn- 


like Rambling1 halls are each crowd- 
ed with 400 nnd 500 absorbed, anx- 
ious and desperate men nnd women 
toying with capricious'luck. Several 
times the restless, eager crowds have 
fought mortal fights for chances nt 
the gaming tables. 


Time and again a miner has lost 


all his gatherings of gold through n 
whole season by a whirl of a roulette 
wheel, and men have wagered pounds 
of gold upon the 
turn 
of a card 


Sometimes murders occur among- the 
frenzied players, nnd half the rows 
of the crazy ciunp start in the gam- 
bling halls. 


Haughty estimated, some 600 men 


are nt Nome solely to conduct gam- 
bling, nnd to concoct schemes for al- 
luring gold dust and money from the 
swarming1 miners. 
The 
gambling- 


fraternity has been recruited 
from 


every city in America, from cities in 
Europe, 
from Australia and South 


America. ''Lucky" Baldwin is in 
stalled the-re with twenty 
salaried 


gamblers in the employ of a syndi- 
cate of men who have mnde thous- 
ands of dollars in other western min- 
ing- fields. Jf.cob Westfall, of New 
York, is running- 
n flashy 
place, 


equipped with almost every sort of 
popular gambling game nnd device. 
Chicago. Buffalo, Pittsburg1, St. Louis 
and New Orleans each has n quota 
of gamesters nt Nome, while every 
community on the Pacific coast has 
some representation among the fra- 
ternity gathered fo feed 
upon the 


gold diggers in the Alaskan camp. 


There was never a more wide-open 


community—not even Dawson—than 
Nome is. No statutes or local ordi- 
nances retard the freest expansion ol 
g-nming. No one in Nome has family 
reputation to consider, social prestige 
to think of or dictates of propriety to 
heed. Everyone is there simply nnc 
only for gold, nnd 
everyone has a 


scheme of how quickest to get mosl 
of it. 
Murder nnd forcible robbery 


are about the only human nets undei 
the ban. The gambling saloons are 
the largest buildings in the camp 
and all life centers about them. They 
a re club rooms for the whole popu- 
lation. When a person seeks nnothei 
he makes a round of the saloons. 
A 


good share of the business nnd min- 
ing deals at Nome are transacted in 
the gambling houses. Keno and faro, 
banished by Inw from every state in 
the union, nre 
making 
their last 


stand on Nome's blenk shores. 


Gambling1 is conducted 
in nearly 


every saloon nt Nome and it is done 
on a stupendous scale in eleven great, 
rudely built structures, emblazoned 
with such names as "The Chicago," 
"The Tiny Horse," "The Palace" and 
"The 
Imperial." 
These 
bnrnlike 


buildings arc built of pine and hem- 
lock ^brought up the const from Seat- 
tle. 
Throe of the structures 
have 


been coarsely plastered. 


All the rest have been hammered 


together merely to afford a protec- 
tion from the winds and to give a 
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wide floor area. 
The rough sawed 


rafters of the roof are hung1 with 
festoons of gay hunting- and g'fiudy 
calico. 
The botird walls are deco- 


rated with lithograph pictures of 
ballet girls, prize fig-liters, trotting 
horses, breweries 
and distilleries. 


Immense kerosene lamps swing- from 
the 
rafters overhead and 
rudely 


printed cardboard signs, declaring 
the honesty of tlio games, nre tacked 
on the walls. 
Here and there nre 


backless benohes and scores of cheap 
wooden chairs, for tlie players stand 
about the tables. 


NIGHT SCENES AT NOME. 


Nome is always nwnke. 
'Even in 


the depth of the Arctic winter, when 
the wind blows down from the North 
Pole nnd the mercury drops down to 
40 and lower below zero, some men 
are up and about bucking the tiger. 
The gambling games 
are run in 


eight-hour shifts. 
However sodden j 


nnd reckless nnd wild the gambling j 
miners may be the professionals and 
those who have invested foi tunes in 
things to win men's money nre ns 
systematic and watchful as factory 


boSESS. 


But it is at night thnt things are 


most intense. 
With the setting of 


the sun out in the Bering Sen the 
craey camp takes on a new life. The 
miners quit their rocking for goltl 
out on the bench or their sluicing on 
the gravely benches of tlie creeks. 
When the frugal evening cookery is 
over nnd flapjacks and fried bacon 
luive been eaten from off a barrel 
head or n box the Nome miner wan- [ 
ders forth for recreation. 
The men 


pour out into the rough, crooked 
thoroughfares 
that 
answer 
for 


streets. 
The evening shifts of bar- 


tenders and hired gamblers relieve 
the day shifts. 
Lamps nnd candles 


are lighted. 
The faro dealers ar- 


range their munitions for the nig'ht. 
Tlie faro bankers weigh their gold 
dust and count their money in their 
semi-daily stock-taking; 
tlie stncl 


poker men have their packs of cards 
nnd tobies; the roulette croupiers 
stack tneir chips and set to whirling 
the red and black wheels. The craps 
gamesters 
are 
demonstratively 


throwing their dice and calling the 
results in stentorian voices, and the 
policy men are rolling: the lottery 
wheel and calling- how Mike So-and- 
So nnd Bill Somebady-else linve just 
drawn prizes. 


The mining camp is wideawake 


nnd another chapter in Nome's vi- 
vious life is opened.

brand new lot of stories of desperate, 
exciting games the night before. A 
lot of stock stories are told and re- 
told along the ruby beach of the 
wonderful games in camp last fall 
nnd. winter, when many a man had 
closed his first season's clean-up o£ 
gold and realized that he had jumped 
from poverty into the very Inp of 
fortune. 


There's the veracious story of how 


Joe Dishler won.seventeen pounds of 
gold dust on craps one day. and went 
bnck the following night to break 
the craps game.

FAVORS ROCK WELLS. 


Charles McCillloch, for many years 


• a waterworks 'trustee, says: "The 
present principle is right, provided 


• yon have rock wells in nddition to the 


gravel wells. The latter fill up; fine 
naiid interferes with the -working of 


- the screen, and -they have to be fre- 


quently pumped out. The suction of 
tbe pu.-nps brings'this deposit of sand 
in 'the gravel well. I do not believe 
the city can rely on gravel wells, and 
rihice we bcgnn drilling rock wells, 
I have always been in favnr of them; 
I believe there is an abundant supply 
of water to be secured by sinking 
deep rock wells. Under no circum- 
stances am I in favor of taking waiter 
from either the river or the canal, for 
no proper system of filteraition has 
yet been successful.

"For tho supply of cities, lakes or 


rivers must surely he selected, and 
although rivers are the great natural 
sewers, and

of towns and cities, the natural pro- 
cess of purification, in most cases, 
destroys the offensive bodies derived 
'rom pcwnge and renders them harm- 
csa.i, In very, rare cases will or-, 
ganic 
matters ',bo 
.dorived-'-.-from 


swamps and .peaty deposits, and ex- 
cept that these-bodies may some- 


times discolor the water, there is nc 
sanitary objection to them. 


"Wells are always to be viewed 


with suspicion as sources of watei 
supply," continued Dr. Myers, ''01 
account of the danger of contamina- 
tion from tlie dn.hinge of the soil 
ibout dwellings, :md of the leakage 
from drains, cesspools and privy 
vaults. 
Tube or driven wells arc 


little better than open wclls. 
The 


water of artesion wells is often ex-

MR. RANDALL'S VIEWS. 


President P. A. Handnll, of the 


Commercial club, said: 
''I do not 


think the problem 
hns yet been 


solved, nor do I believe the city cnn 
rely upon superficial gravel wells for 
its wnter supply. 
I cnn not say 


whether or not deep rock wells will 
solve the problem or not, but in my 
opinion they ought to be tried. 


"Owing, perhaps, to early preju- 


dices, and perhnps without sufficient 
investigation, .1 have always been 
of the opinion 
that Fort Wayne 


would have to sooner or Inter rely 
upon the St. Joe river for its perma- 
nent water supply. 
In my. opinion 


the city made a mistake when it did 
not buy the old canal feeder, put in 
filtration basins and make use of this 
water for the city, and for its power 
to pump it into the mains. 
I have 


always believed that sooner or late: 
we would have to come to this, 
My 


previously formed opinion hns been 
somewhat shaken by the success of 
Lhe wells, but I am now satisfied that 
gravel wells will not do for our sup- 
ply, and that we shall either have to 
go back to the St. Joe river or else 
sink deep rock wells. 


"We ought to try the deep rock 


wells first, find inasmuch as the city 
has spent a large sum of money for 
pumping machinery, we ought cer- 
tainly under present conditions ex- 
'haust'every reasonable expedient for 
getting water for the city from deep 
rock wells. 
The success of the deep 


rock well at Swinney park demon- 
strates to my mind almost to a cur- 
Eainty the feasibility of rock-wells. 
The purity of this .water, and its 
.ibuudnnce would seem to demon- 
strate that Fort Wayne cnn get from 
deep rock wells an abundance of 
pure water for all city purposes." 


PURE WATER AT ANY COST. 
'•No," said Dr. M. F. Porter, "the 


problem of n permanent water sup- 
ply for Fort Wayne hns' not been 
solved, nnd it will only be solved 
when we have all the pure water the 
citizens may wish to use, ns welt ns 
ill the city mny need for flushing 
the sewers and for other purposes. 
We ought to get pure wnter at any 
cost. 


"Nor 
do I believe," continued Dr. 


Porter, "that the city should con- 
tinue to rely on superficial gravel 
.veils. 
The city water is not lit to 


drink nu\v, and it hns not been for 
some time. 
Superficial wells arc 


dangerous source*; of wnter supply 
always. 
I do not feel qualified t.o 


inswcr the question concealing the 
extent of the supply to be obtained 
from deep rock wells, but I shoi 
?ny from the experience at Swinney 
jni'k nnd other points thnt a suffi- 
cient supply might be ob'tnincd ii 
that manner." 


Asked concerning the wisdom of 


installing n filtration system for the 
use of river wntrr, Dr. Porter said: 
"I am not qualified to answer the 
•ruestion. but it may bo the best 
thing we cnn <!o." 
Dr. Porter be- 


lieves that by the modern systems of 
lilt ration river water may be inside 
iioiiriy absolutely pure, or, at least. 
-safe. 
"I am not prepared to solve 


the problem of the city water sup- 
oly." said.Dr. Porter, "but I can give 
the way it should liavu been solved 
years and years ago in my opinion: 
Hire men who 
nre competent to 


judge of the questions involved, to- 
gether with a first-class sanitary 
mnn, to come and look over the 
ground, inquire into the matter, ob- 
serve the conditions, and then abide 
by their judgment. 
We can not af- 


ford to have n wnter supply that 
there is any 
doubt about; there 


should be no question of cost. 
Tho 


solution as I view it. is to have com- 
petent men passs iipon the question 
and then nbicle by their advice." 


MORE PUMPING POWER. 


Peter J. Scheid, rouneilnnn from 


the Seventh ward nnd ulinin:i.-ui of 
;he waterworks committee, believes 
that additional pumps at both wnter 
stations would solve tho water sup- 
ply problem for ninny years. He fa 
vors the immediate purchase cf. a 
j,0i)0,000-gal!on pump for the west 
end pumping station, No. 2, where1 


the water supply appears to be in- 
exhaustible. 
He also believes that 


there should be reserve power at a 
water stations. 
The waterworks 


:ommittee nnd the board of water 
works, Mr. Scheid said, were almost 
unanimous in this opinion and rec 
onimonded the purchase of a pump for 
the west end station, but the council 
voted against the proposition, Mr. 
Scheid believes that rock wells are 
the best, though gravel wells do well 
enough if the gravel is sufficiently 
coarse to permit of the use of coarse 
screens which can be kept open and 
free from sand. '-It is tbe filling np 
jf these screens in the wells at the 
north side pumping station that hns 
caused the present trouble," said Mr. 
Scheid. "Only a few of the wells at 
the west end am grfivcl.

:he water is pure and wholesome.. As

DEEP WELLS; THEN LAKES. 
|;I do not believe the problem of a 


water supply has yet been solved," 
replied Postmaster W. J). Page 
response to The Sentinel reporter's 
question. 
"I do not believe," con- 


tinued Mr. Page, "that the city can 
safely rely on superficial gravel wells 
for water, nor do I believe any city 
should depend upon surface wells, 
for all of them sooner or later be- 
eomn contaminated by seepage. 


"I am of the opinion that there is 


good reason to believe thnt an ample 
supply of excellent wafer 'cnn be se- 
cured from the deep rock wells, fo 
I believe this lias been indicated, in 
n number of instances in this city— 
by the artesian well in the White 
fields in 'the east end. by the well 
which supplies the Lakeside lake, 
and by 'the Swinney park well—nil 
three of which are flowing- wells - ns 
well as by the original artesian we] 
in the court house square, whore, the 
water rises to within ten or twelve 
feet of the surface of the ground, 
and has never been pumped dry. 


"I should odd 
here," said Mr. 


Page, "thnt the question of a water 
supply from deep rock wells has 
never been satisfactorily determined 
In Fort Wayne, for despite the an- 
nual water famines which have been 
occurring for the past eight or ten 
years, as soon ns the rains had re- 
lieved the intensity of the water 
shortage, the waterworks trustees 
have deliberately and supinely aban- 
doned their efforts until the next sea- 
son," 


When the question of filtration 


was reached, Mr. Page responded: 
"I do not believn. it would ever be 
wise to install a filtration plant with 
the St. Joe river ns a source of 5' 
ply; 
not because we mny never be 


compelled to use it, but rivers held 
back ns the St. Joa is by dams, are 
fringed by bnyous which nre stag- 
nnnt pools, nnd taking water from 
such sources is a hazardous experi- 
ment. 
My belief ie that if there 


isn't an abundant supply of water 
underlying the city, the bef?L plan 
would be to go to some lakes in the 
iioj-tlieni counties, nnd lay a pipe line 
of sufficient capacity to c.irry the 
wnter t.o the nity. 
The question of 


cost ou^lit not to be considered. The 
health of the city cnn not be valued

gation; sink not five or six, but if 
necpF.snry thirty or forty deep rock 
wells in dtfferunt parts of the city. 
That source failing, our only 
course is to go to one of the north- 
ern 'lakes. 
I am unalterably and 


forever opposed to taking wa'ter from 
the canal or from muddy rivers." 


UORE MOR32 WELLS.

stacked coal deteriorates

value.

000 tons could have sold it twenty 
limns over had they wished.

BE AT-REMENEOUS POWER TOR GOOD. 


Washington, D, C., August 12.— 


From St. Petersburg, 
tho Russian 


capital, where he was cordially 
ccivcd by the emperor and empress 
nnd the empress dowager, Dr. Tal 
mage semis this discourse, in which 
he shows, the mighty good that may 
be done by the cities, and also the 
vast" evil they may do by their al- 
lurements to the .unsuspecting and 
the unguarded. 
The . text is Zedi. 


1, 17: "My cities through prosperity 
shnll yet bo spread abroad." 


The city is no worse than tho coun- 


try. The vices of the metropolis are 
more evident than the vices of the 
rural -districts, 
because 
there arc 


more people to be bad, if they wish 
to be. The merchant is as good as 
the farmer. There is no more cheat- 
ing in town thnn out of town—no 
worse cheating-; 
it is only 
« 


larger sc:ile. The countryman some- 
times prevaricates about the age of 
the horse that he sells, about the size 
of the bushel with which he meas- 
ures the grain, about the peaches at 
the bottom of the basket as being 
as Inrgc as those at the top, about 
the quarter of beef as being tender 
when it is' tough; and to as bad an 
extent as the citizen, the merchant, 
prevaricates r.bont calicoes, or silks, 
or hardware. 


WORSE THAN CITIES. 


And as to villages, I think thit't in 


some respects they are worse than 
the cities,' 
because they copy tho 


vices of the cities in the 
meanest 


shape; and as to gossip, its heaven 
is a 
country 
village! 
Everybody 


knows everybody's 
business better 


thnn he knows it himself. 
The gro- 


cery store or the blacksmith shop by 
day nnd night is the'grand depot for 
masculine tittle-tattle; and there are 
always in the village a half-dozen 
women who have their sun-bonnets 
hanging1 near, so that at tho first 
item of derogatory nrws they can fly 
out and cackle it nil over the town. 
Countrymen must not be too hard 
in their criticism of the citizen, nor

any one, will break all understand 
ings with other merchants, nnd wil 
sell at a ruinous cost, putting thei 
neighbors at great disadvantage, ex 
peeling to make up the deficit ii 
something else. If nn honest prhici 
pie could creep into that man's son 
It would die of sheer lonliness! Th 
man twists about, trying to escape 
the penalty of the law, and despise. 
God, while "he is just a l i t t l e anx- 
ious about the sheriff. 
The honest 


man looks about him nnd says: 


A HIGH RESOLVE. 


"Well, this rivalry is awful. Per- 


haps I am more scrupulous than 
need be. 
This little bargain I nm 


about to enter is n little doubtful, 
but then I shnll only do ns the rest."
